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Possible Tax^ke Death Toll Rises as Storm 


Of 10 to 13 Cents

MONTCLAIR 
—A city tax 
increase from 10 to 13 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation 
suddenly appeared imminent 
for 
Montclair 
residents 
in 
1972-73 
following 
a 
special 
City Council budget session 
Wednesday night. 


The city’s second tax in­ 
crease in as many years ap­ 
peared likely after the council 
by a 4 to 1 vote moved to add 
approximately $53.000 to the 
city’s originally proposed aus 
tere budget of $2,758.174 for 
next year. 


For several months now the 
city administrative staff has 
worked to balance the budget 
on the request of the council. 
But, as presented to the coun­ 
cil by city staff, a balanced 
budget would have required 
cuts in a number of city serv­ 
ices, including the police de­ 
partment. 
After the last item in the 
budget was reviewed Wednes­ 
day night, Councilman Tom 
McClure said. “ The time has 
come that we acknowledge 
the fact there are certain 
services required to maintain 
the status quo in Monclair. 
As I look at this budget I see 
it as a step backwards in 
time.” 
From that McClure made 


the proposal that the 
City 
Council 
add 
nearly 
$53,000 
more to the budget, which 
could possibly up the taxes. 
Two New Police Units 
He said the addition would 
allow the city to purchase two 
new police units at $7,600; 
hire 
two new 
firemen 
at 
$23,928: 
provide $20,000 for 
maintenance and resurfacing 
of 
th e city’s 
residential 
streets: 
purchase 
a 
high 
ranger truck for tree trimm­ 
ing: 
pay 
the 
Community 
Services director $5,000; and 
$150 for the city administrator 
to attend a special confer­ 
ence. 
The $53,000 was originally 
cut from the budget. 
“ Good 
management 
says 
you maintain what you have 
and don’t let it deteriorate, or 
it will cost you many more 
dollars in the future,” said 
McClure. “ If we let it go, we 
will be spending far more.” 
“ I’m 
convinced 
that 
the 
people 
of 
this 
community 
want the mature judgment 
and leadership the City Coun­ 
cil has displayed in the past. 
I think they put us here be­ 
cause they want us to make 
t h e s e decisions,” McClure 
said. 
Councilmen Leonard Soper,

N ew School Districts 
High Court Bars 
Segregated Lines 


WASHINGTON (U PI) -The 
Supreme Court today prohi­ 
bited state and local govern­ 
ments from carving out new 
school districts if the effect 
would be to impede racial 
desegregation. 
The Court spelled out iti ed­ 
ict ¡n two school cases — 
from North Carolina and Vir­ 
ginia —where federal district 
judges barred the remapped 
school zones but were over­ 
ruled by the 4th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals. The Su­ 
preme Court reversed the ap­ 
peals court in both rulings. 
In other major actions, the 
Court ruled that: 
—Unions may legally make 
political contributions in fed­ 
eral elections if the funds 
come from voluntary dona­ 
tions. The decision revet sing 
the conviction of two St Louis 
union local leaders may have 
a bearing on the recent con­ 
viction of United Mine Work­ 
ers President W. A. “ Tony" 
Poyle and Secretary-Treasurer 
John 
Owens on tnarges of 
violating 
the 
same 
federal 
law. 


—A white defendant has the 
same right as a black or oth­ 
er minority member to chal­ 
lenge his conviction or ind>ct- 
ment by juries from which 
Negroes were excluded. 
The school decision* by Ju s­ 
tice Potter Stewart dbalt wiin 
the creation of new districts 
at Scotland Neck in Halifax 
County, N.C., and Emporia in 
Greensville County, Va. 


Despite the broad language 
of a section of the law per­ 
taining to unions, the Court 
said it “ does not prohibit a 
labor organization from mak­ 
ing, through the medium of a 
political fund organized by it, 
contributions or expenditures 
in 
connection 
with 
federal 
elections, 
so 
long 
as 
the 
monies expended are in some 
sense volunteered by 
those 
asked to contribute.”

Vue squad detectives said 
the group brought the dogs to­ 
gether on a regular basis and 
conducted wagering in a man­ 
ner similar to that used for 
eock/ighting. 


Investigators said the war­ 
rants* were the first ever serv­ 
ed in the county for dog fight­ 
ing as far as any detective 
could remember. 
Twelve dogs, a'l of a spe­ 
cial 
breed 
resembling 
an 
English bulldog, were being 
held in a pound. 
Detectives said the animals 
weighed up to 60 pounds and 
were trained using concrete 
or metal weights attached to 
t h e i r 
jaws or 
necks 
to 
strengthen them. 
“ Actually, 
they’re 
very 
friendly toward humans," one 
investigator said, “ but they’re 
unbelievably vicious if any 
other dog is in sight."

ISLETON, Calif. (U PI) - 
Officials today ordered 1,300 
residents of Isleton to eva­ 
cuate the town threatened by 
a delta flood that has inun­ 
dated two islands. 
Temporary 
levees 
thrown 
up around Isleton were hol­ 
ding against high waves, but 
officials feared the flood may 
have polluted the water sup­ 
ply. 
Floodwaters 
rushed 
over 
two islands on either side of 
Isleton Wednesday when a 
200-toot section of levee broke. 
The low-lying area, mainly 
resort and larm lands, is in 
the delta region where sever­ 
al rivers from the Sierra flow 
into San Francisco Bay. 
N a t i o n a l Guard, Coast 
Guard and sheriff’s deputies 
went through the two shortly 
after 7:30 a.m., warning resi­ 
dents to leave. Many resi­ 
dents had expected the eva 
cuation order. 
A fleet of 40 bulldozers, 
dump trucks and earth mo­ 
vers worked throughout Wed­ 
nesday to brace the tempora­ 
ry dike thrown up around the 
town. It was holding the wa­ 
ter out of the main section, 
but health officials decided 
early today the community’s 
water might have been pol­ 
luted. 
Col. James Donovan of the 
Army Corps of Engineers es­ 
timated crop losses at $11 
million and damage to prop­ 
erty at $1 million. He said a

Action Against Rising 


Food Prices Studied 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-The 
administration 
is 
ready 
to 


fight rising food prices with 
an offensive that could lead to 


•controls on meat, vegetables 


and other products plus the 
lifting of meat import quotas. 


The first step was to occur 
today when the Price Com­ 
mission recommends to its 
parent Cost of Living Council 
that price controls be ex 
tended to now exempt raw 
agricultural products. 
The decision, which is sure 
to provoke outcries from far­ 
mers was made at a 10-hour 
meeting Wednesday after the 
seven price commissioners re­ 
jected less stringent 
meas­ 
ures. 
The proposals turned down 
included a freeze on meat 
prices and tougher cost con­ 
trols on retail and wholesale 
food companies. 
After the session, the com­ 
missioners issued 
a 
vague 


statement declaring “ their in­ 


creased concern 
about 
the 


continued rise of food and 
other agricultural products," 


But a spokesman told re­ 
porters: 


" 1 he commission feels the 
problem exists because of the 
lack of control of raw agricul­ 
tural products...as a result of 
the discussions, the Cost ot 
Living Council will have be­ 
fore it the thoughts of the 
Price Commission,” when the 
council meets today. 


“ If the council decides to 
lift the exemption on raw agr­ 
icultural products, the Price 
C o m m i s s i o n will not be 
against it," he said.

the power 
to 
frpe?*» " ’holesale and retail 
prices, but only the council 
chaired by Treasury Secret­ 
ary George P. Shultz can ex­ 
tend the controls to cover 
farm products.

19 Known Dead 
From Heavy Rains 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-Tro- 
pical 
storm Agnes dumped 
up to a feat of rain as it 
m o v e d 
up 
the 
Eastern 
seaboard today, forcing thou­ 
sands of persons from their 
homrs and creatina the worst 
rainstorm in Washington in 44 
years. 


At least 19 persons were re­ 
ported dead from the Caro­ 
linas to New York in the re- 
j u v e n a t e d Agnes —which 
started out as a hurricane — 
and nine others were missing 
or believed dead. 
Victims included nine per­ 
sons, six ot them motorists, in 
Virginia; tour persons in Pen­ 
nsylvania. including a baby 
torn from its father’s hands; 
four in Maryland including 3 
children swept away in a car, 
and two persons in 
North 
Carolina. 
Four of the deaths were in 
the Washington area storm. 
One woman was swept from 
her car in suburban Silver 
Spring, Md„ and a body was 
found near a fire that des­ 
troyed 
a 
15-store 
shopping 
center at Arlandria, Va. Two 
bodies were found tn Fairfax 
County. Va. 
The 7.1 inches that fell at 
Washington’s National Airport 
was the most since the record 
7.31 inches Aug. 11-12, 1928.

outside Washington.

But Humphrey quickly 
rejected this notion. 
“ I’m staying in as a candi­ 
date,” the former vice presi­ 
dent said in Atlanta. ”1 will 
continue to seek to get dele­ 
gates ” 


H o w e v e r , 
McGovern’s 
strong showing in New York 
pushed him 
to within 
181 
votes of a first-ballot victory 
at Miami Beach next month. 
He captured at least 256 dele­ 
gates in New York, bringing 
his total in a UPI tabulation 
to 1,328.15. He needs 1,509 to 
be nominated, 
McGovern doesn’t 
believe 
he has the nomination locked 
up, but he now gives himself 
a 60-4't chance ol winning on 
the first ouiiot. 
” 1 think it's possible we 
could be stopped, but Í don't 
think it's likely,” McGovern 
said.

In Abuse of Authority 
Laird Contends 
General Clear 
Of Complicity 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - De­ 
fense 
Secretary 
Melvin 
R. 
Laird 
contends 
that 
Gen. 
Creighton W. Abrams, the mi­ 
litary’s top man in Vietnam, 
is clear of any complicity in 
‘The abuse of authority” laid 
to Air Force Gen. John D. 
Lavelie. 
But Laird’s assertion is con­ 
tradicted by testimony given 
June 9 by Lavelie, who said 
Abrams “ knew what I was 
doing” in sending pilots out 
for four months last winter on 
bombing raids that violated 
restrictions 
laid 
dowm 
by 
President Nixon. 
At the time of the raids, 
from Nov. 8 to March 8. 
American pilots were to bomb 
only in response to Commu­ 
nist ground fire from North 
Vietnam or the threat of it. 
Lavelie ordered about 20 ad­ 
ditional bombing strikes and 
cloaked them in reports to 
headquarters as permissible 
“protective reaction strikes.” 
He was ordered retired with 
three-star rank instead of the 
four-star 
rank 
customarily 
awarded generals who wore 
four stars during active duty. 
Now that Nixon has nomi­ 
nated Abrams for promotion 
to the post of Army chief of 
staff, succeeding retiring Gen. 
William Westmoreland, sena­ 
tors are likely to seize on 
hearings on Abrams’ eleva­ 
tion for a thorough-going in­ 
vestigation of the Lavelie af­ 
fair. 
Tht may explain the report 
circulated Wednesday, attri­ 
b u t e d 
to 
“administration 
sources” that Abrams will not 
be asked “to rush back and

Recalls Other 


Tragic Events

Not far from where six men 
where shot to death Wednes­ 
day in Cherry Hill, N.J., one 
of the worst mass murders in 
A m e r i c a n 
history 
took 
place. 
On Sept. 6. 1949, in nearby 
Camden, Howard Unruh, 28, a 
veteran 
of World 
War 
II 
armed with a Luger shot the 
first 13 persons he met on the 
street and wounded three oth­ 
ers. Unruh is still in an insti­ 
tution. 
But Unruh’s foray was not 
the worst mass slaying on re­ 
cord in this country. That in- 
v o 1 v e d 25 itinerant farm 
workers whose bodies wwere 
uncovered in the spring of 
1971 near Yuba City, Calif. 
Juan V, Corona was charged 
with 
the 
murders 
and 
is 
awaiting trial. 


The 
worst 
known 
sniper 
murders in American history 
occurred on Aug. 
1, 
1966, 
w h e n C h a r l e s Whitman, 
armed with an arsenal of 
weapons, climbed the tower 
of the University of Texas in 
Austin and began firing on 
the campus below. He shot 44 
persons, killing 14 of them. 
Whitman was killed by police. 
Later the body of his wife 
and mother were found. Whit­ 
man apparently had killed 
them the night before. 
The Whitman shooting oc­ 
curred less than a month af­ 
ter the bodies of eight student 
nurses were 
found 
in 
an 
anartment in Chicago’s south 
side. Richard Speck was con­ 
victed of their murders. 
In 1958, Charles Starkwea­ 
ther and his 14-year-old girl 
friend Caril Ann Fugate, took 
11 lives, including three of 
Miss 
Fugate’s 
family, 
in 
Nebraska and Wyoming be­ 
fore they were captured. 
The annihilation of the Clut- 
p*r family of Garden City, 
Kan., was recorded bv Tr t 
man Caoote in the book, “ In

Richard C. Hickock and Per­ 
ry E. Smith were executed 
for killing

In 1969, actress Sharon Tate 
and six other persons were 
found slain in a Los Angeles 
mansion.

Six Killed in Attack 


Private Guard Goes Berserk, 
Shoots 12 in Office Building 


C HERRY HILL, New Jersey 
(UPI)— A private guard de­ 
scribed by his neighbors as a 
quiet churchgoer went ber­ 
serk 
in an office 
building 
Wednesday and shot 12 men, 
six fatally, before wounding 
himself in the head. 
The gunman, identified as 
Edwin Grace. 32, a Pinkerton 
guard from New York City, 
seemed deliberately to avoid 
firing at the women he en­ 
countered during the 15-minute 
shooting spree which turned 
the 
normally 
quiet 
office 
building 
into 
a 
slaughter­ 
house. 
Grace, under heavy guard 
at Cherrv Hill Hospital where 
his condition was called “crit- 
icaL” entered the Heritage 
Building 
building 
at about 
2:30 p.m. carrying two sawed- 
off .22 caliber rifles. 
Police said he roamed from 
office to office, shooting only 
men. Some were shot at their, 
desks, 
others were gunned 
down in the halls. 
“ I looked out the door and I 
saw him standing in the hall 
r e l o a d i n g his gun,” said 
James 
Slimmer, 
who 
was 
wounded. "All I saw was the 
gun and his eyes. I slammed 
the door and held it shut.” 
Slimmer said he was shot 
through the door. “ I was hol­ 
ding 
my thumb over 
the 
wound with one hand and 
doing'm y damndest to keep 
the door closed with the oth­ 
er. He shot a few more times 
and then he left.” 
On the tree-lined street in 
Brooklyn where Grace lived 
when at home, neighbors said 
Grace “was always so quiet.” 
“ I’m totally dumbfounded 
by the whole incident,” said 
Louis Zone. “ It came to me 
as a total surprise. He was a 
quiet 
young 
man.” 
Zone’s 
wife said that Grace was “a 
fine kid and quite a church­ 
goer,” 
At Cherry Hill, a suburb of 
Camden. Dianne Heckmann, 
on the job for the first time 
at a small computer company 
in the building, said she was 
sitting at her desk Wednesday 
when 
she 
heard 
someone 
burst through the door. 
“ He was a big man with a 
hat pulled over his head,” she 
said. ” 1 looked at him and 
thought he was going to shoot 
me. But he turned around and 
went after a man in the back 
of the office. He shot him in 
the chest. I ran out the door." 
James Ashman, who also 
escaped being shot by jum­ 
ping out a window of the colo­ 
nial type building, said “We 
were just talking to one ano­ 
ther and the guy walked in 
and shot the owner, Bernie 
Robinson, right in the head 


“ After shooting two 
per­ 
sons,” 
Ashman said, “ Bob 
and me were left and he shot 
Bob three times,” hitting him 
once or twice. Ashman said 
the gunman shot at him too, 
however, hitting a chair in 
front of him. “ When I jumped 
he shot once or twice. Associ­ 
ates on the first floor of the 
building, said he dialed the 
operator to call police but 
was told, "I am sorry sir, you’ll 
have to call 411 information." 
While he argued with the 
operator, another man in the 
office called police. 
“ I locked the door and 1 
went out the window,” Bosco 
said. “ I saw a fellow hanging 
from a second floor window. 
He let go and fell down. I 
asked him what was happen­ 
ing. He didn’t answer.”

wipe out 900,000 jobs and 
throw those persons out of 
work.

L a u r e n Wasserman, said

cuated because of danger of 
collapse but civil defense offi­ 
cials said later the immediate 
danger had passed. 
The Potomac River was be­ 
lieved to be the highest since 
1942. It was six feet over 
flood stage at some points, 
and lapped close to the end of 
a runway at National Airport 
which was virtually cut off by 
water over the roads. 
Thousands of 
government 
workers —all those 
except 
ones in emergency positions 
—were encouraged 
to stay 
home under the government’s 
“ liberal leave” policy. 
Seven of the deaths were in 
Virginia, which experienced 
some of the worst flooding in 
50 years. 
Even at the White House, 
some water trouble was re­ 
ported. Reporters found the 
carpeting wet in the ba>e- 
ment level of the press room. 
Four persons drowned in 
the Susquehanna River region 
near Harrisburg, Pa. High­ 
ways were closed by mud and 
rock slides. Hundreds of fa­ 
milies were evacuated. State 
police rescued 36 girl scorns 
trapped during the night at a 
camping area near York, Pa. 
Scores of Susquehanna Ri­ 
ver tributaries flooded. The 
river itself was rising 
but 
posed no immediate threat. 
At Fort Hunter, Pa., a tri­ 
butary swept away the trailer 
home of a couple, and they 
were missing and presumed 
dead. Fifteen miles east of 
Harrisburg, i baby was swept 
srom the arms of the father 
as he tried to carry the child 
to safety. A man was swept 
off a bridge near Hershey. 
The water was two feet 
deep on the streets of Shingle- 
house, Pa,, and similar con­

The opinion in the union 
case by Justice William J.

The law, a provision of the 
F e d e r a l Corrupt Practices 
Act, forbids both corporations 
and labor organizations from 
making a contribution or ex­ 
penditure in connection with 
anv election involving federal 
offices.

The White House said, how­ 
ever, that Laird wras speaking 
for himself about the need for 
both weapons and the SALT 
agreement. President Nixon 
believes the treaty will stand 
on its own, the White House 
said. 
rn the questioning period af­ 
ter the testimony, Fulbright 
said that Laird was trying to 
make the 
Russian 
Y-class 
submarine “ sound like Tri­ 
dent,” although it actunilv 
has less striking power than 


the 12-year-old U.S. Polaris 
with Poseidon missiles. 
Fulbright said that three 
years ago Laird made great 
claims the Soviet “first-strike 
capability.” 
“You scared everybody to 
death and got your appropria­

but

intelligence 
community never agreed with 
you and the record shows you 
were wrong,” Fulbright said. 
Laird raid he had never dis­ 
cussed Russian intentions, but 
only the weapons capabilities. 
“You are a genius at se­ 
mantic confusion,” Fulbright 
said. “You were trying to 
give the impression that there 
was an enormous danger, and 
that we had to react, so we 
did.”

Bureaucratic FDA Bows to Pressure, Finally Moves

There is a saying that the 
best way to get a mule’s at­ 
tention is to break a two-by- 
four over its head. Consumer 
advocates have used a simi­ 
larly direct approach on the 
F o o d 
and 
Drug 
Admin­ 
istration (FDA), and that old 
regulatory mule appears to 
be awakening. 
To praise the FDA is here­ 
sy within the consumer move­ 
ment, which has 
long 
re­ 
garded the agency as the pro­ 
totype of a bureaucracy allied 
with industries it is supposed 
to regulate. 
But the consumerists per­ 
haps give themselves and the 
FDA too little credit. It was 
successful 
pressure 
by 
in­ 
dustry that made the FDA 
vulnerable to so much criti­ 
cism. 
Indications 
are 
that 
consumer pressure, a 
rela­ 
tively new phenomenon, is be­ 
ginning to redress the 
ba­ 
lance. 
FDA Commissioner Charles 
C. Edwards readily acknow­ 
ledges that he, like most hu­ 
mans, tends to oil squeaky 
wheels. The squeaks from in­ 
dustry have been effective in 
their subtlety. 
Those 
from 
consumer advocates are ef­ 
fective in the public racket 
they create. 
Finally Moves 
Industry usually seeks gov­ 
ernment inaction, while con­ 
sumerists seek action. Publi­ 
cized demands by Ralph Na­ 
der and his allies on issues 
ranging from tood additives 


io drug safety make it nearly 
impossible for the

sources," the resolution said. 
But it added that “ President 
Nixon has taken encouraging 
steps to end the American in­ 
volvement” in the war. 
Daley told his fellow ma­ 
yors he would do everything 
in his power to defeat Presi­ 
dent Nixon in November, but 
pleaded with them "as fine 
American citizens" to suport 
Nixon’s policies in Southeast 
Asia. 
"I don't know a President 
in the history of our country 
that wanted a war,” Daley 
shouted from the floor. "Cer­ 
tainly it’s a hell of a war. 
"But in the name of God. 
as fine American citizens, let 
us stand behind our President 
and hope and pray he 
can 
end this as soon as possible.” 


Daley’s speech ended amid 
thundering cheers and cries 
of "move the question!." 
The strong withdrawal reso- 
lution was supported by Ma­ 
yors John V. Lindsay of New 
York and Richard Hatcher of 
Gary, Ind. 
In other action at its final 
session, the conference also 
passed a

School Board Applauds New Accounting Format

CLAREMONT — The Claremont school board has 
applauded a Program Cost. Accounting Plan devel­ 
oped by business manager Charles Abbott to imple­ 
ment an expected accounting format requirement by 
the state. 
Abbott explained that in the past districts have 
developed budgets and recorded their costs by object 
classifications such as salaries, books, furnitures 
and equipment. 
He said that districts look at costs of an entire 
program when considering special federal or state- 
funded projects or support services such as data 
processing or transportation. 
Public and governmental agencies now demand, 
Abbott said, that districts provide data for making 
comparati\e studies and as a basis for giving finan­ 
cial support to districts. 
Abbott said that the Program Cost Accounting 
System may soon be adopted by the state and will 
serve as a needed tool when incorporated as part of 
a total district Program Planning Budget System 
(PPBS) that will help a district in managing its 
resources. 
Abbott explained that program budgeting and ac­ 
counting requires that district costs must be identi­ 
fied not only by objects but by programs. 
“They are simply two different views of the same 
expenses.” he said. 
Abbott defined a program as a group of related 
activities which consists oi a unique combination of 
personnel, facilities, equipment and supplies oper­ 
ating together to accomplish common objectives. 
Abbott has developed a program structure that 
classifies all district activities, and told the board 
that although the state has provided guidelines, 
each district must develop a structure which ref­ 
le c ts 
its own 
programs and can accommodate 
change as often as programs are added or deleted 
to meet changing needs. 
Abbot explained that he has developed a 15-digit 
progiam cost accounting coding structure, which in­ 


cludes object .ucaiion. and program to a sixth le­ 
vel. 
“We are presently working cooperatively with the 
Bonita and Pomona school districts on assigning 
code numbers and plan to continue meeting through­ 
out the summer,” Abbott added. 
Under object classifications 1000 is for certificated 
salaries, 1100 tor teachers, 1110 for regular teachers, 
and so on. 
Under location codes, elementary schools will be 
found under IOC to 199 intermediate schools 200 to 
299. and high schools 300-399. 
Under program codes, the first level is for dis­ 
tricts: Bonita is 1, Claremont 2, and Pomona 3. The 
second level is for functional programs such as in­ 
structional programs, pupil services, and general 


support. 
The third level is entitled sub-functional and co­ 
vers general education, vocation education, school 
administration, and special projects. 


The fourth level is entitled life span and com­ 
prises performal, elementary, intermediate, second­ 
ary, adult, and distrietwide education. 
The fifth level covers subject area or program 
with general education including 23 subjects, voca­ 
tional education including nine subjects, and special 
education four broad subjects, with sub-programs 
broken down in the sixth level. 
For example, Mentally Retarded has under it 
EMR, EMR transition, and TMR. 
Abbott said that the plan is not PPBS but only a 


tool of PPBS. “We can handle it with our present 
equipment,” Abbott explained, “But we expect four 
or five times the number o account numbers we 
have now and t hat may go to eight times. 
He said the disi net’s computer storage svstem 
was designed lout or five years ago to handle the 
proposed plan. He added that the size of the files 
would have to b“ ' xpunded. 
“The control iti : et ion should still be handled by 
object of expendiinn and not by programs,” Abbott 
explained, “bui v e vili 
till be recording it by pro­ 
gram.” 
Abbott said that the Claremont district is o^e of 
the few districts in the state that is doing anything

POMONA — Pomona and Chino police plus federal agents 


arrested U men Wednesday afternoon and evening in what 
authorities described as a roundup of persons for whom war­ 
rants had been issued charging the sale of heroin. 


Some of the mspects were on parole lor previous offenses 
and soma were on the methadone program, investigators said. 
Some arrests were made under the relatively new We Turn In 
Pushers (W E T.I.P.) program. 


Nineteen officers from Pomona. Chino and the federal 
Bureau of Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs cooperated in the 
roundup under a new system in which city, state county and 
federal authorises concentrate on mutual narcotics problems.

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EDITORIALS 
Let Us Consider 
'Consequences' 


“In nature there are neither rewards nor punish­ 
ments,'’ said 19th century agnostic Robert G. Inger- 
soll. “There are consequences.” 


Unfortunately, in human life as well, there are not 
always rewards or punishments — what men call 
justice. Nevertheless, our deeds most definitely have 
consequences. 


On Sept. 15. 1963, four small black girls were kil­ 
led in the bombing of a church in Montgomery, Ala. 
On Aprii 7, 1970, a white judge was killed during a 
breakout attempt by three black men on trial in a 
Marin County Courtroom. 


The second event was not. of course, a con­ 
sequence of the first. The one crime did not cause, 
explain or justify the other. 


Rut there is a connecting link between them, a 
woman named Angela Davis, who was charged with 
complicity in the abduction of the judge and was 
eventually completely exonerated by a jury. 


The link lies in the fact that Miss Davis, who was 
19 years old and living in Montgomery at the time 
ol the bombing, later cited this insane atrocity as 
on*1 of the things that profoundly influenced her life, 
that helped turn her against the kind of America she 
saw around her and toward communism, that made 
her adopt a career as an activist and “radical.” 


She was widely quoted after her acquittal as say­ 
ing that her opinion of American justice hadn’t 
changed. The only fair trial for her, she said, would 
have been no tidal at all. 


Yet the person or persons responsible for the 
deaths of four little girls in Moiitgoineiy have never 
been brought to trial. It would lie obscene to say 
that in this case, no trial was a fair trial. 


There was neither reward nor punishment alter 
what happened 
m Montgomery, but more oon- 
seouences have (lowed from that crime than human 
wisdom can tell — and from every other act of hate 
ever committed b> white against black. 


That intelligent, talented blacks like Angela Davis 
have lost all faith in the ultimate justice of Ameri­ 
can society is only one of those consequences. 


Equality of Mediocrity 


The federal courts and the highest courts of three 
states have recently ruled that tax monies for edu­ 
cation should be distributed equally so that all chil­ 
dren in a state receive approximately the same 
educational opportunities. This attacks the system of 
p u b lic education supported by local taxes and con­ 
trolled by local school boards. 


This ruling wall only create more inequity 
State 
financing of public education will result in a greater 
loss of tax dollars through bureaucracy and the 
shifting ol the financial burden from one tax to ano­ 
ther. After deduc ting administrative costs, the state 
will return wnat is left of the tax dollars to the local 
school boards* There is no wav of insuring that local 
boards will use these tax dollars with equally effi­ 
ciency . Many towns, relieved ol school costs, will 
initiate more tax-costly community programs. 


Are those communities, with greater taxing power 
or the ability’ to pay. to be denied the right to pro- 
vide a better education for their children? Any sys­ 
tem of state financing means greater state control 
and the loss of local decision-making. Districts with 
imaginative programs and excellent staffs will find 
themselves reduced in quality to the lowest common 
denominator. The new ruling can only bring equal­ 
ity of mediocrity. 
Better that the courts force states to establish 
basic minimal standards for all school districts wfith 
penalties for those who do not. Better that states he 
required to supplement local school budgets where 
the tax burden is too excessive to meet these min­ 
imal standards. 
if the reasoning of these decisions is followed to 
the next step federal financing looms in the future, 
educational inequities do exist between states as 
well. When that day comes the federal government, 
with all its waste and bureauraey, will control our 
local schools. Then who will we complain to about ob­ 
scene books or locker shortages in the local school?

High Drama on Senate Floor; 
Dodd Fingered Loaded Pistol 


There was high dram a on 
the Senate floor five years 
ago this week. 
Senator Tom Dodd, slumped 
in his seat, stiver hair askew, 
a harried look in his eyes, 
fingered a loaded pistol in his 
coat pocket while he waited 
for his Senate colleagues to 
censure him. 
Those who knew about the 
pistol feared the despondent 
Dodd might try to end his hu­ 
miliation with a pistol shot, 
thereby turning 
the dram a 
into Roman tragedy in front 
of the assembled senators. 
This footnote to history, here­ 
tofore 
unrecorded, 
occurred 
on June 23, 1967. We have 
now pieced together the de­ 
tails. 
Dodd wfas notified early in 
the day that there was no 
chance for him to avoid cen­ 
sure. He was Informed, in­ 
deed, that the vote against 
him would be overwhelming. 
Crushed, he brooded over 
the idea of becoming one of 
the six men in U.S. history to 
be censured by their Senate 
peers. Out of the thoughts 
tumbling through his mind, a 
plot began to take shape. 
Across the street in his Sen­ 
ate Juvenile Delinquency Sub­ 
committee was a collection of 
pistols. Dodd, ironically, was 
a champion of gun control 
and the pistol had been col­ 
lected as exhibits for his anti­ 
gun legislation. He was their 
official custodian. 
T h e 
despairing 
senator 
dialed the subcommittee and 
reached Fguene Gleason, 
a 
staff member. 
Asks For Gun 
“Gene,” said Dodd shakily. 
“There* 
some 
trouble 
up 
near the house with crim e. 
Georgetown’s full of hippies. I 
want you to bring me up a 
small automatic, maybe one 
of those .25 caliber ones, with 
a clip.” 
Gleason, a gruff, prize-win­ 
ning form er newsman, loved 
the old man. Between them 
was a candor that Dodd rare­ 


ly achieved with his subordi­ 
nates. 
Gleason tried to soothe the 
troubled senator but 
finally 
agreed to deliver the pistol, 
thinking this would give him 
a chance for a face-to-face 
talk. He also notified the sub­ 
com mittee’s 
staff 
director, 
criminologist Carl Perian, of 
Dodd’s disturbing request. 


Did Dodd intend to turn the 
pistol on himself? The two 
staff men left their office so 
they 
would 
have 
complete 
privacy and paced the halls 
as they discussed the possi­ 
bility. 
“Why else would he be ask­ 
ing for it?” demanded Pe­ 
rian. 
‘ ‘ L o o k , ’ ’ said Gleason. 
“ Don’t worry. I know him. He 
won’t do it.” 
Together, they delivered the 
small 
,25-oaliber 
automatic. 
They found Dodd anxious, re­ 
mote. 
“What do you want with 
this?” asked Gleason firmly. 
“ I don’t think it’s a 
good 
idea.” 
“ 1 need it to protect my 
home.” insisted the senator. 
Unwillingly. Gleason surren­ 
dered the pistol. 


Dodd was wearing a stylish 
sum m er suit — four button 
coat and peg trousers — with 
his identifying prop, his fath­ 
er’s -old watch fob and chain 
suspended from his lapel. He 
slipoed the automatic into his 
right-hand coat pocket. 
Gleason tried again to per­ 
suade Dodd not to carry the 
pistol, but the senator only 
smiled wanly. “ 1 may leave it 
in the office.” he mumbled, 
his voice trailing. Then, to ap­ 
pease them, he transferred 
the pistol from his pocket to 
his desk drawer. 


Dram atic Scene 
Hoping they had persuaded 
hurt to leave the gun in his 
oifice for good, the two staff 
men settled in the Senate Gal­ 
lery to watch the censure pro­ 
ceedings. After Dodd made 


his appearance, Penan sud­ 
denly nudged Gleason and ex­ 
claimed “ Gene! He's still got 
the gun in his pocket!” Sure 
enough, there was an ominous 
sag in Dodd's right-hand coat 
pocket.

Lai cam e about at the sam e 
time that the president of the 
Soviet Union, Nikolai Podgor- 
ny, was conferring with North 
Vietnam’s rulers. 
Thus, the trips by North 
Vietnamese. 
Russian 
and 
A m e r i c a n representatives 
logically lead to the belief 
that 
a 
new 
initiative 
will 
cause the resumption of the 
Paris peace talks, which had 
been suspended on May 4. 
After all this had happened, 
Soviet 
President 
Podgomy, 
returning to Moscow follownng 
his exchanges with the lea­ 
ders of 
North Vietnam 
in 
Hanoi, 
predicted 
that 
the 
peace talks on Vietnam would 
resume in Paris soon. It is 
generally assumed that Rus­ 
sia, in the wake of the sum­ 
mit with President Nixon, has 
launched a peace initiative in 
Vietnam. 
President 
Podgomy 
told 
newsmen at Calcutta airport, 
where his plane landed for a 
refueling stop: 
“ I am very satisfied with 
my talks in Hanoi. 
Every­ 
thing went on as we desired. 
We shall have to do every­ 
thing for a de-escalation of the 
w ar in Vietnam. 
So with Presidential adviser 
Kissinger going to Peking to 
discuss the Vietnam war and 
other issues with the Chinese 
prem ier, and with 
Le Due 
Tho. chief adviser to North 
Vietnam’s delegation flying to 
Hanoi after talks with Chou 
En-Lai, 
it 
is 
evident 
that 
there is a good deal of dis­ 
cussion about how to make 
peace, though little of it is 
being disclosed to the public. 
Henry Kissinger will stay at 
least five davs in China and 
w i l l 
unquestionably 
bring 
back h;s view of the inside 


diplomacy. The brief is that 
North Vietnam is suffering 
from the effects of the heavy 
U.S. bombings and wants to 
see this phase of the w ar re­ 
duced 
in 
intensity, 
if 
nor 
stopped altogether. Also, the 
feeling 
is 
that 
the 
Soviet 
Union and China are trying 
earnestly to get the negotia- 
t i o n s in 
Paris 
underway 
again. 


Moscow and Peking are an­ 
xious to arrange a cessation 
of the w ar for their own rea­ 
sons, and President Nixon ob­ 
viously seeks a termination of 
the conflict before the elec­ 
tion» 
take 
place 
in 
this 
country-. The entire situation 
lends itself to a negotiation in 
which a cease-fire will declar­ 
ed and a disinterested tribun­ 
al will be set up to supervise 
the operations so that Ameri­ 
can prisoners of war can be 
released. 


Progress on the Way 
It is conceivable that an 
agreem ent wrhich would pro­ 
vide for a termination of the 
war by the close of 1972 could 
be reached before the Novem­ 
ber elections in the United 
States. The American people 
would be reassured if they 
could receive the declarations 
of both Ch na and the Soviet 
Union that they would support 
the pledges of both sides of 
maintain a cease-fire for the 
four months needed to with­ 
draw all our troops and for a 
subsequent 
period 
while 
a 
new- election is held in South 
Vietnam 
to determine 
that 
country's own form of govern­ 
ment. 


Progress at last seems to 
be 
on 
the 
way, 
and 
the 
chances of ending the Viet­ 
nam war were never brighter 
than they are today. The gov­ 
ernm ents ,at Peking and Mos­ 
cow, as well as Washington, 
are eager to see not only the 
bombings 
discontinued 
and 
the lighting stopped but peace 
restored to the whole of Indo­ 
china. Its population has suf­ 
fered great losses. The entire 
area now needs a halt to the 
fighting and a beginning of 
reconstruction with a humani­ 
tarian hand from the best of 
the world to millions of help­ 
less people.

“One primitive picnic area 
has access only by wading

beautiful. Some of the trees, 
California oak, wild walnut 
and sycamore, are more than 
60 or 70 years old. 


Workers at the park said

A sheltered picnic area of

couple of fellas named Mike 
Garrett and 0. J. Simpson, it 
is 
now McKay 
and other 
coaches who are trying to 


stop the newest offensive rage 
in the country, the Wishbone- 


T. 
“ The option is the thing 
now,” said McKay, recalling 


the whirlwind the Trojans ran 
into last fall in Oklahoma 
where the Sooners and halt- 
back Greg Pruitt ran away to 
a 33-20 victory. 
“ I know how to stop it. You 
know how to sfop it. 
Get 
some linebackers who 
can 
run 4.6 (seconds in the 40- 
vard dash). Now all we have 
to do is find them,” said the 
coach, truthfully and also so­ 
mewhat facetiously. 
Funny thing, though. John 
McKay has three or four line­ 
backers who can run 4.6 and 
4.8 40’s this year. 


Two defensive ends have 
been sacrificed to make room 
for McKay’s “ lour linebacker 


principle.” 
In this defense. 


which varies of course in dif­ 
ferent situations, McKay lines 
up his tackles on the outside 
shoulder 
of 
the 
offensive 
tackle. The noseguard plays 
head-up on the offensive cen­ 
ter. Backing up the three 
front men are two linebackers 
on the strong side (the side of 
the field where the offensive 
tight end lines up) and two 
linebackers on the weak side. 
As said, McKay’s goal is to 
get the Wishbone-T quarter­ 
back before he can pitch the 
ball. 


Well, that’s fine for the 
Wishbone-T. What about the

“ You can rush the passer

Hanratty (Notre Dame quar­ 
terback of a few years back). 
Against UCLA last fall, we in­ 
tercepted four passes with a 
three-man rush. 
“ When 
that

goes 
back to throw, he’s going to 
see eight red jersey spread 
across the field.” 
McKay 
sounds 
optimistic 
about 
fall, 
1972. 
As 
men­ 


tioned, the Trojans have ad­ 
ded speed this season, but 


McKay also says. “ When we 
open at 
Arkansas, 
we’re 


going to start eight guys who 


haven’t played a down of foot­ 
ball for us.” 
Another of the new players 
who will play at Arkansas 
come Sept. 9 will be Carter, 
the 6-2, 210-pound tailback. 
“ He had problems with shin 
splints last year, but he’s 
coming along,” said McKay. 
The coach is still 
unde­ 
cided—or least he’s not say­ 
ing — who his No. 1 tailback 
will be. Rod McNeill, who av­ 
eraged over six yards per 
carry in 1970 but missed all 
of last season with a hip inju­ 
ry, is an excellent runner. 
Whatever, Carter will get a 
chance, as will the basically 
young Trojan team of ’72. 
And with John McKay, your 
team’s chances double.

“ That feeling is still there, among the fans and the players,” 
says Feeney, “ you still have that tension when the two clubs 
gel cgether. I mean it. I think people in the East are aw iv 
irom u so they get the idea the rivalry has diminished, but 
actually it hasn’t.” 
Lhub Feeney, feeling the way he does, amounts to something 
like a minority of one. 
I be Giants-Dodgers’ rivalry, one which sometimes reached 
epic pr<.port on* in both Ebbets Field and the Polo Grounds, 
certainly doesn’t come equipped with all the steam, all the 
fire, it had before the clubs moved out to California 14 years 
ago. 


Soaking in Nostalgia 


For those who like to sit there and soak themselves in nos­ 
talgia, the Giants and Dodgers played the first major league 
game ever on the west coast here in old Seals Stadium, which 
is a parking lot now, and Ruben Gomez shut out the Dodgers. 
8-0, in April of 1958. 
D:ck O’Connor of the Palo Alto Times, who covered that ball 
game that day, says the predominant feeling among the 22,000 
lans m the stands that day wasn’t so much that they were 
sitting in on any great rivalry as it was that they still couldn’t 
believe major league baseball had really come to the coast. 
Those 22,000 fans in Seals Stadium represented capacity. 
To give you some idea of what has happened to the rivalry, 
only 10.098 showed up in 45,ui)0-capacity Candlestick Park for 
the last game played between the Giants and Dodgers here 
three weeks ago. 
Among those who has had an opportunity to watch the rival­ 
ry diminish first hand is Willie Mays, who played with the 
Giants both here and in New York. With the Mets now, he can 
be more objective about the whole thing and he says the fans 
made the rivalry’ what it was, not the players. 
“ The Giants fans in New York and Dodger fans in Brooklyn 
sort of grew up wrih the players,” Willie points out. “ You 
can’t compare them with the fans in San Francisco and in Los 
Angeles in that sense.

The first two seasons he 
ran on the NASCAR Grand 
National circuit, he said, he 
tore up a lot of racecars be­ 
cause “ I couldn't get through 
the comers.” 
Currently, thanks in part to 
some technical help provided 
earlier this year by Ralph 
Mo o d y , t he mechanical 
genius, the Parsons Mercury 
is handling better than it ever 
has. 
“ I’ve never hod a car that 
feels so good,” Parsons said. 
I’d go in the comer and I’d 
know what it was going to do. 
Before, when I’d get to the 
corner I’d have no idea which 
way it was going. The rear 
end might come around, or 
the front end might go toward 
the fence. 
“ Now I can run through the 
corners with the Pettys and 
the Allisons and the Isaacs. 
But 
when 
I 
get 
to 
the 
straightaway they drive off. 
This is what has become so 
frustrating to me.”

In an effort to pick up the 
extra horsepower necessary 
to stay up with the hot dogs, 
Parsons came up with the 
Idea of redesigning the car­ 
buretor of his Mercury by ad­ 
ding a quarter of an inch to 
the base. 
Alter his carburetor altera­ 
tion was detected by NASCAR 
chief technical inspector Gill 
Gazaway at Michigan Inter­ 
national Speedway, Parsons 
was thrown out of the qualify­ 
ing order, forced to build a 
new carburetor and requalify. 
His slower time cost him 12 
free Goodyear tires, which 
are given to drivers making 
the top 10 qualifying speeds, a 
retail expense to Parsons of 
$826. He won $790 in the Mo­ 
tor State 400, but it didn’t co­ 
ver the expense of those tires, 
plus two blown engines and 
the new carburetor. 
“ It was a bad weekend,” 
Parsons said simply. 
Now he and his crew are 
searching for legal ways to 
get the extra 30 to 50 horsepo­ 
wer he thinks it will take to 


become a frontrunner. 
“There is a way,” he said. 
“ Look at David Pearson and 
the Mercury he drives for the 
Wood brothers. They are real­ 
ly going down the straighta­ 
way. So we know it's possible. 
We just have to find a way.” 
In the face of what is poeti- 
c.illy called “ the agony of de­ 
feat,’’ why does Benny contin­ 
ue following the Winston Cup 
NASCAR Grand National cir­ 
cuit as faithfully as he does? 
“ We’re not silly enough to 
believe that we can win the 
point championship,” he said. 
“ We’re thinking of trying to 
finish the season out, and if 
we can get a couple of more 
good finishes we might break 
even for the year. 
“Then the amount of money 
we get from the point fund 
next December when it’s over 
will allow us to update the 
equipment and work the crew 
through the winter. 
“ That money will allow us 
to get our cais in shape for 
the next season. Hopefully, 
luck will continue to hold, and 


we can get some good fi­ 
nishes, and we keep going 
that way.” 
Racing the circuit means 
travel, but Parsons thrives on 
it. 
“ I enjoy going places.” he 
said. “ I enjoy meeting people.

Icy Dunstan is an attractive 
brunette who tries to make a

agent. There is a whole in­ 
dustry populated by people 
who do what she does, spen- 
ing most of their time pitch­ 
ing companies for sponsorship 
or testimonial fees on behalf 
of drivers, racing persona­ 
lities and racing teams. 
It’s a tough business. Most 
of the practiioners live on 15 
per cent of what they raise, 
w h i c h means they don’t 
usually count on a regular in­ 
come.
